The  Numismatic  collection  contains  many  very  rare  and  valuable 
specimens.  Mr.  Herbst  is  inspector,  and  Dr.  Ph.  C.  L.  Miller 
the  learned  Numismatition  is  director.  Tkorwaldsens’  Museum ,  of 
Copenhagen,  contains  quite  an  extensive  collection  of  coins  and 
medals,  which  belonged  to  that  distinguished  artist.

THE  GOLD  COINS  OF  UTAH. 


Gold  coins  were  coined  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  by  direction 
of  the  late  Brigham  Young,  Governor  of  Utah  at  that  time. 
The  denominations  were  $20,  $10,  $5,  and  $2.50. 

The  $5  piece  was  coined  from  1849  to  1860.  There  were  two 
sets  from  different  dies.  The  other  den  uninations  were  coined 
from  1856  to  1860  inclusive.  Medals  have  been  coined  in  gold, 
silver,  and  copper,  for  rewards  at  agricultural  fairs. 

The  Desert  Museum,  at  Utah,  Cabinet  No.  4,  is  devoted  to 
coins,  and  contaius  the  gold  coins  of  Utah — the  silver  and  gold  of 
that  region;  the  first  nuggets  and  the  first  silver  brick  made 
there,  also  the  first  manufactured  gold  of  Salt  Lake,  etc.,  etc. 
The  coiu  collection  contains  many  rare  coins  of  the  kingdom,  re¬ 
public,  and  empire  of  Ancient  Rome  ;  also,  many  rare  antiquities 
in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze.  Joseph  Ij.  Barefoot,

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THE  GOLDEN  COAST. 


San  Francisco  is  the  Numismatic  headquarters  of  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  has  many  enthusiastic  coin  collectors,  as  well  as  some- 
superb  collections  of  coins,  medals,  aud  Numismatic  books.  One 
of  the  finest  collections  is  the  property  of  A.  Dohrmann,  begin¬ 
ning  800  years  B.  C.  and  running  down  to  the  present  time.  It 
would  take  columns  to  describe  his  ancient  coins  and  medals  in 
gold,  silver,  bronze,  etc.  His  collectic  n  of  modern  European  is 
very  extensive,  and  the  American  series  almost  complete. 

Dr.  Charles  Spiers  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  collector  on  the 
Coast,  and  has  an  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of  fine  and 
rare  coins.  The  collection  of  coins  belonging  to  the  Pioneer  So¬ 
ciety  on  exhibition  in  the  Mint  were  collected  by  him. 

The  collection  of  A.  Reimers  is  not  so  extensive,  but  very 
choice  in  modern  European  silver  coins,  in  exceedingly  fine  con¬ 
dition.  His  specially  is  siege  piices  and  coins  of  necessity,  which 
is  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  the  kind  in  the  country. 

Reuben  H.  Lloyd  possesses  another  valuable  and  extensive  col¬ 
lection  of  ancient  and  modern  coins,  medals,  etc.,  in  gold,  silver, 
and  bronze. 

W.  E.  Loy  has  the  largest  library  of  Numismatic  books,  which 
contains  many  very  rare  volumes. 

Alexander  Del  Mar,  of  San  Francisco,  is  said  to  be  the  most 
prolific  writer  on  the  subject  of  Numismatics  known.  Mr.  Del 
Mar  has  written  up  the  history  of  coinage  in  all  the  countries  of 
the  world,  his  labors  extending  over  a  period  of  twenty-seven 
years,  and  resulting  in  forty-two  exhaustive  works  on  the  coinage 
of  as  many  countries. 

Plorace  Fletcher,  the  President  of  the  Olympic  Club,  has  an 
interesting  collection  of  Chinse  coins. 

James  G.  Fair,  Senator-elect  and  bonanza-king,  has  a  rich  and 
valuable  collection  of  coins — [8’a/i  Francisco  Chronicle.

Coins  were  first  issued  about  750  b.  c.,  and  the  use  of  coined 
money  among  the  Jews  could  not  have  been  known  prior  to  the 
taking  of  Samaria  by  the  Assyrians,  b.  c  721.”  Hezekiah  being 
King  of  Judah.  About  a  century  later,  the  Jews  forfeited  their 
sovereignty,  and  never  regained  it  until  by  the  patriotic  daring  of 
the  Maccabees,  b.  c.  150,  and  the  nation  was  redeemed  from 
“the  yoke  of  the  heathen,”  and  a  new  era  opened.  This  occurred 
B-  ( •  ^2,  by  which  time  the  use  of  caned  money  was  acknowl¬ 
edged  by  all  civilized  people  throughout  the  world'.  An  era  from 
which  the  new  departure  was  made,  begun  b.  c.  142,  and  the  peo- 
pic  fioni  that  time  dated  their  contracts  “  in  the  first  year,”  etc. 
This  sovereignty  of  course  carried  with  it  the  right  to  coin  money , 
and  the  first  was  struck  at  Jerusalem  (as  specimens  prove)  about 
lo4  b.  c.  It  was  a  silver  coin  denominated  a  shekel,  a  word  de¬ 
noting  a  standard  (like  the  Greek  static).  Half  shekels  were 
stiuck  the  same  year,  of  which  our  cut  is  a  representation.  The 
weight  of  the  half  shekel  is  about  110  grains:  the  value  in  Fed- 
eral  money  about  30  cents. 
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Obverse.  A  cup  or  chalice,  above  it  the  Hebrew  letter  (Samar¬ 
itan  form)  aleph,  implying  “the  year  one,”  or  B.  c.  143. 

Inscription.  (Translated)  ‘half  shekel,”  Chatzi  ha-Shelcel. 

Reverse.  A  triple  lily. 

Inscription.  Jerushalem  Keloshah.  “Jerusalem  the  Holy.” 

Two  centuries  later,  when  the  Jewish  nation  was  under  the 
Roman  yoke,  that  government  ordained  an  annual  tax  upon  each 
Jewish  man  in  the  world,  consisting  of  one  of  these  coins,  the 
half  shekel.  This  was  for  the  repair,  preservation  and  support  of 
the  Temple  and  its  service. 

Our  authority  for  this  coin  is  vol.  255,  page  43,  on  our 
catalogue. 


The  Lepton  (Widow’s  Mite). 

About  b.  c.  100. 

This  is  a  specimen  of  the  sm  tiler  coins,  issued  in  bronze  as 
aliquot  parts  of  the  shekel.  They  were  struck  at  Jerusalem  to 
accommodate  the  poorer  classes  in  their  daily  trrffic,  and  more 
especially  in  the  temple  offer. ngs.  All  taxes  or  tributes,  designed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  temple,  were  paid  in  Jewish  coin  alone;  that 
is,  in  shekels  and  their  aliquots  ( Jahns  Biblical  Archaeology,  Sect. 
24).  And  as  the  Jews  were  not  a  commercial  nation,  their 
money  not  being  current  beyond  their  own  boundaries,  the  quantity 
minted  was  inadequate  to  the  great  national  collections.  Money¬ 
changers  therefore  took  their  seats  in  the  corridors  of  the  temple 
on  the  15th  of  the  month  Adar,  and  for  a  profit  exchanged 
Hebrew  money  for  all  other  coins.  As  fast  as  it  accumulated  in 
the  sacred  chests  the  priests,  who  doubtless  participated  in  the 
profits,  brought  it  back  to  the  brokers,  and  so  it  may  have  been 
bought  and  sold  many  times  in  the  day. 

The  mass  of  the  Jewish  people  being  extremely  poor,  and  the 
offerings  of  gratitude  to  God  being  often  very  trifling  in  value, 
such  money  as  the  above  was  struck  to  accommodate  them.  It 
is  of  copper.  Its  value  computed  in  federal  currency  cannot  be

VALUE  OF  RARE  TYPES  AND  VARIETIES  OF 
UNITED  STATES  GOLD  AND  SILVER 
COINAGE. 


(Written  for  the  Numismatic  Directory,  by  E.  Mason,  Jr.) 

1  he  i  a  rest  of  the  gold  coinage  of  the  regular  issues  of  the 
United  States,  is  the  1849  Double  Eagle ,  now  on  exhibition  in 
the  cabinet  of  coins  and  medals,  at  the  U.  S.  Mint,  Philadelphia, 
this  specimen  is  unique,  and  if  offered  at  public  auction  would 
doubtless  realize  upwards  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  next  in  rarity  of  gold  coinage  is  the  Half  Eagle  of  1815, 
specimens  ot  which  command  in  good  condition,  upwards  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  many  of  the  “Quarter  Eagles”  of  early  dates 
command  as  high  as  ten  dollars,  each. 

,  tn.  s'^ver  dollar  series,  the  1804  commands  the  highest 
fictitious,  value,  and  it  may  be  safely  asserted  that  there  is  not  a 
U.  S.  coin  known  that  will  produce  at  public  sale  a  higher  ficti¬ 
tious  value  than  this  excessively  rare  coin.  The  late  J.  J.  Mick- 
ley  s  original  1804  U.  S.  dollar,  though  considerably  worn, 
realized  at  a  public  auction  in  New  York  $750,  and  has  since  in- 
creased  in  value  to  over  one  thousand  dollars.  It  is  believed  by 
Numismatists  of  to-day  that  a  very  fine  1804  dollar  would  now 
command  at  a  public  sale  well  advertised,  at  least  $1,500. 

Of  the  Half  dbllars  series,  quite  a  revolution  of  opinion  among 
collectors  has  taken  place.  Formerly,  the  1796  and  1797  pieces 
have  taken  rank  as  the  earliest  and  most  valuable,  while  at  the 
present  day  the  discovery  of  the  1853  Half  Dollar  with  no  arrow 
point  at  either  side  of  date,  has  placed  a  recent  issue  in  point  of 
rarity,  and  perhaps  value,  far  ahead  of  the  early  issues. 

Two  1853  Half  Dollars  without  arrows  are  known;  one  is  now 
in  the  collection  of  J.  Calvin  Randall,  Esq.,  and  one  owned  by 
J.  W.  Haseltine,  Esq.  The  value  ot  the  1853  halves  without 
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arrows  can  not  be  given  until  after  the  public  sale  of  a  specimen. 

Randall  paid  about  thirty  dollars  for  his  specimen 

Next  in  rarity  comes  the  1838  Half  Dollar,  New  Orleans  Mint 
(haying  the  “  O”  between  date  and  bust),  of  this  variety  there 
are  but  few  known.  Rodney  A.  Mercur,  Esq.,  R.  Colton  Davis, 
Esq.,  and  the  United  States,  each  possess  a  specimen,  all  of 
which  the  writer  has  examined. 

Fine  specimens  have  a  great  fictitious  value,  not  yet  fixed  by 
any  recent  sale.  J 

A  few  years  ago,  Edward  Cogan  sold  an  1838  “O”  Mint  from 
the  collection  of  J.  B.  Clemens.  It  realized  but  810,  as  it  was 
not  generally  recognized  as  a  rare  rarity. 

Following  the  1838,  in  variety  and  value,  we  have  the  1796, 
worth  in  good  condition  850  to  .$75;  the  1797,  valued  from  830 
to  850;  the  1/9-4,  1815,  1852,  1836  (reeded  edge),  n^xt  in  value. 
The  1794,  ranging  from  84  to  825;  the  1815,  from  83  to  812  or 
815;  the  1852,  82  to  $10;  the  1836,  $2  to  88. 

In  the  Quarter  Dollar  Series,  we  have  the  1823,  in  fine 
condition,  valued  at  $100;  the  1817  (this  date  was  restruck  at  the 
mint),  worth  850  lo  875.  The  1853,  without  arrows  at  date,  $3 
to  810;  the  1796,  82  to  820;  the  1804,  81  to  $6;  the  1815,  50c. 
to  83.  Of  course,  uncirculated  coins  are  much  more  valuable, 
but  so  seldom  met  with,  that  we  simply  quote  good  to  fine. 

Of  the  Dimes,  the  1804,  in  good  to  fine  condition,  commands 
from  85  to  $15;  the  1797,  $4  to  $10;  the  1796  and  1798,  $2  to 
86;  the  1822,  $1  to  $5;  the  1846,  50  to  $1.50.  These  pieces 
range  in  rarity  in  the  order  given. 

Half  Dimes  contain  that  Rare  Avis,  the  1802,  about  the  ex¬ 
cessive  rarity  of  which  numismatists  differ;  some  claiming  it 
the  rarest  of  all  U.  S.  silver  coins,  not  excepting  the  1804  dollar, 
while  others  claim  that  the  dollar  is  the  rarest.  To  the  writer, 
who  has  had  many  years  experience,  the  number  known  of  each 
is  about  equal,  although  the  1804  dollar  will  bring,  at  a  public 
sale,  ten  times  the  amount  of  money  that  can  be  obtained  for  the 
1802  half  dimes. 

Next  in  rarity  comes  the  1797,  1796,  1794,  1801,  1803,  1846, 
1795,  1800,  in  good  to  very  fine  condition,  range  from  50c.  to 
$15.

The  War  Arrow  Point,  used  so  effectively  against  our  early 
settlers,  was  mounted  as  represented  in  the  above  style  of  the 
Aboriginal  art.  The  shaft  was  split,  the  flint  point  gummed, 
inserted,  and  then  wrapped  with  the  sinews  of  the  deer  or  buffalo. 
The  first  impulse  of  the  person  shot  was  to  draw  out  the  shaft, 
which  invariably  left  the  point  to  work  its  way  in,  unless  cut  out 
at  once,  which  was  seldom  successfully  done.  If  a  poisoned  point 
was  used,  the  warrior’s  work  was  done,  and  the  soul  of  the  victim 
sent  to  the  happy  hunting  grounds  or  his  eternal  home  within  the 
golden  gates.
